One of the earliest significant U.S. numismatic auction sales, the Peter 
Flandin collection was the first entirely numismatic auction to be held 
in New York City, and is the earliest catalogue included in John W. Ad¬ 
ams’s United States Numismatic Literature. The cataloguer of the sale is 
unknown and is a matter of some dispute, with Gengerke and Adams 
having attributed it to Augustus B. Sage in the past, but Q. David Bowers 
making a good case against this (as Sage would have been too young to 
have catalogued it) and suggesting Charles I. Bushnell as a possibility.

The BIE Mint Oddity Collectors Guild may hold the prize for most ar¬ 
cane numismatic association ever (and that’s saying something). They 
took as their phenomenon of interest the tendency of Lincoln cents of 
the 1950s and thereabouts to have small die breaks between the BE of 
LIBERTY, making it on dramatic examples look like BIE. The above 
appears to constitute a very nearly complete set. The consignor’s notes 
indicate that he felt he was missing perhaps as few as eight issues. But 
to say that this was an amateur publication is an understatement. Some¬ 
times issues have volume and issue numbers, sometimes they don’t. 
Sometimes they have dates, sometimes they don’t. Sometimes those 
dates are exactly the same as those used on entirely different issues. Fur- 
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ther, a number of the earlier issues here are photocopies, but whether 
they are photocopies because that’s how they were originally produced 
or if they are somewhat later copies, we simply don’t know. What we 
can say is that this is unquestionably the most substantial run of this 
publication we’ve ever offered.

The First Numismatic Publication 
by Q. David Bowers

The first numismatic publication by Q. David Bowers. Responding to a que¬ 
ry concerning his first fixed price list, Bowers wrote in the June-July 2000 
Rare Coin Review : “If I recall correctly, it was printed by the company that 
produced the Times Leader newspaper in Wilkes-Barre, and the illustrations 
were done by the newspaper’s printing department. I do not remember the 
number of copies printed, but I would estimate that it might have been a 
couple thousand or so. These were sent to collectors who had bought from 
me at the local coin club or through the mail via my advertisements and let¬ 
ter quotations, plus ‘famous’ names I picked out of the printed membership 
directory issued by the American Numismatic Association. Regarding the 
number of copies in existence today, I have no idea—perhaps 50 to 100?” 
This assessment of survival is probably on the high side; 25 copies or so 
may be more accurate. Bulletin No. 1 was issued when Bowers was sixteen 
years old, and he noted in an earlier RCR (No. 77): “That certain of my early 
catalogues are now worth several hundred dollars each or more is amazing 
to me. I should have saved the leftover copies, which sometimes amounted 
to several hundred, instead of tossing them in the trash. However, that is 
what has made them rare... In the summer of 1955 I had my first bourse 
table at an American Numismatic Association Convention... I had yet to 
issue my first catalogue. That came shortly thereafter... The 203 Second Na¬ 
tional Bank Building address was that of my father, Quentin H. Bowers, a 
consulting engineer specializing in large-scale commercial and institutional 
buildings. Each day my dad would bring the mail home to me, and I would 
fill the orders from my bedroom office in my home at 64 Yeager Avenue in 
Forty Fort... After the issuance of my first and second catalogues in 1955 
and 19561 kept a supply of a couple hundred extras on hand, to send them 
out to new customers, and then after a month or two threw any remain¬ 
ing copies away, saving two or three for my own files. Undoubtedly nu¬ 
merous ANA members who received copies unsolicited threw them away 
even faster than I did! However, enough people sent in orders, and enough 
people had nice things to say—including B. Max Mehl—that I resolved that 
when time permitted, I would do more in the cataloguing route.” The Bul¬ 
letin is interesting to read, features desirable coins, and contains the first 
of Bowers’s many well-written nuggets of numismatic information which, 
over the years, have both entertained and informed his readers. The subject 
is “Peter,” pet eagle at the Philadelphia mint, and the vignette concludes with 
his grisly demise: “Peter was killed when he tried to perch on the flywheel of 
one of the minting machines.”

The entire volume would appear to have been used for 
its original purpose, though nearly every page has subsequently been 
pressed into service as backing for a newspaper clipping album. The 
clippings concern a number of different subjects, and would seem sim¬ 
ply to be whatever caught the scrapbooker’s attention. Included are a 
printed letter to the editor by Augustus Humbert responding to a ques¬ 


tion on the value of the silver content in the alloy of gold coins, mate¬ 
rial on the deposits of California gold at Philadelphia and New York 
in 1851-52, articles on California gold mine production, robberies, 
“California Gold Mining Reminiscences” published in 1852 (and we 
thought being nostalgic about the immediate past was a modern trait!), 
and other related items. The keeper of the album would appear to have 
been of both a scientific and artistic turn of mind, with many articles of 
scientific interest interspersed with bits of oratory and poetry. A really 
fascinating volume to which were incapable of doing justice in a brief 
description.

The first American publication sponsored 
by a numismatic society.

Few copies appear to have been retained, 
given the work’s preliminary nature, ex¬ 
pressed as follows by the Committee at 
the base of the title: “Collectors having 
pieces not mentioned herein, will confer a 
favor by sending a full description thereof 
to either one of the Committee appointed 

by the Numismatic society of Philadelphia, to prepare for publica¬ 
tion a work on the subject of the medals, medallets, and private 
coinage of the United States.” The proposed work never appeared. 
Philadelphia numismatist Mark Wilkes Collet, the main author of 
this work, was killed at the Battle of Chancellorsville. Collet was a 
medical doctor and token collector who had been one of the found¬ 
ers of the Philadelphia Numismatic Society. He had enlisted as a 
Major in the 3rd New Jersey Volunteers (Infantry) on May 22,1861. 
He was promoted to Lieutenant Colonel and then to Colonel, as 
which he served the 1st New Jersey Infantry. His death on May 3, 
1863, took from the hobby a numismatist of considerable promise.

In an April 16, 
1932 letter (lot 192 in our 1993 ANA sale) to Michael Powills, he reveals 
the reasons he issued it. Written in response to Powills’s request for a 
“review” copy of the book, it reads in part: “Yours is the fourth request I 
have had for free copies of my book, three from reviewers and one from 
a dealer, and I really do not feel that I can comply. The books have cost 
me in actual cash outlay more than double what I am asking for them 
and I am putting in my own time, of many months, at nothing. It was 
a Tabor of love,’ but still I feel entitled to at least a return of part of the 
cash. There is no doubt but what I was foolish in putting out the book 
in such an expensive form, but I took a pride in my work and wanted it 
to be a credit to the subject, so hunted up the best printer that I could 
find and told him to do his best.”

An unabashed laissez-faire capitalist, Harvey Gridley Eastman built his 
fortune, after a false start or two, by providing for “the proper (commer¬ 
cial) education of young men and women.”

of vitriol, are used for moistening the wheels. The gems, in order to 
grind them or to give their facets, arc likewise cemented into a 
handle, at the end of which is a composition of rosin and bnckdust. 
Particular attention is required in griuding the coloured gems, as the 
greatest effect may be produced by their thickness, and pale-coloured 
gems require to be left thicker than darker ones; and, on the other 
hand, they ought not to be left too thick, as they appear too dark, and 
thereby lose their lustre.

Sale 38 includes 
a July 18, 1972 letter from Frank Katen to Ford, noting that “the mails 
are driving us crazy... We would never take you off the mailing list and 
sorry the catalog did not reach you.

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the Wylie Hoard Part 2, is annotated and includes Fords carbon copy of 
a June 8, 1977 note, stapled to his $234.75 invoice “covering purchases 
made upon my behalf by John Adams.” Ford goes on to apologize for 
the delay in sending payment, citing a kitchen remodel and painting 
as an excuse and also complaining about some of the lot descriptions: 
“Happily I got the two I wanted most, but one of the losers’ was entirely 
your fault...

This early American accounting and bookkeeping manual contains 
what is generally believed to be the first appearance in print of the 
dollar sign ($). It also includes, as a frontispiece, an engraving de¬ 
picting a 1795 U.S. eagle, which Eric Newman has called “the earli¬ 
est known illustration of a United States coin.” Also included on the 
engraving are the Spanish pistole, French “guinea,” British guinea, and 
Portuguese Johannes and half moidore. The book consists of a series 
of practical lessons for clerks. The dollar sign, which appears on page 
56 for the first time and then throughout the volume, is a typographi¬ 
cal approximation based upon the handwritten dollar sign used by 
some during the period. It resembles our own, but also differs from 
it. Much as a typographical ampersand is much more stylized than 
most of our handwritten ampersands, this initial attempt at a dollar 
sign in type is less a strict representation of the handwritten sign than 
an attempt to establish a similar sign for more formal treatment in 
type.

An original set of perhaps the most lavishly executed work on American 
numismatics ever published. The author relates in the introductory text 
“that Mr. Jefferson, as early as 1789, entertained the idea of publish¬ 
ing an account of all American medals, struck up to that time,” but it 
remained for Loubat to publish the first extensive work on the topic. 
In 1908, the American Journal of Numismatics noted: “His sumptuous 
work on the Official Medals struck by the authority of the United States 
marked an epoch in our medallic history.” This is the second state of the 
first edition of the text, with a revised title page and with the eight pages 
of testimonials (one dated April 1879) bound in after the text. A resident 
of New York City, Loubat inherited a considerable fortune, and a 1878 
review from the New-York Sun notes that, “instead of squandering his 
life in social or profligate idleness, devote(d) it to the manly sport of 
yachting and to the study of that branch of numismatics which deals 
with medals.” Loubat was also an early benefactor of American histori¬ 
cal and numismatic research and, as the title suggests, was an inveterate 
“joiner.” Cleveland Amorys 1960 Who Killed Society? contains a most 
entertaining account of Loubat s famous 1881 brouhaha with the Union 


Club of New York. He had recently become one of ten lifetime members 
after tendering a payment of $1,000. Verbally sparring at the club with a 
certain Henry Turnbull on the merits of matrimony, Loubat responded 
to the query of why he was not married: “Nobody would have me. I am 
not rich enough.” Turnbull then inquired why he did not marry a cer¬ 
tain lady, a rich widow known to both of them. Loubat allegedly replied: 
“Why should I marry her when Eve been trying for ten years to — her 
daughter?” The word or phrase used by the Duke was never made public 
but he was deemed to be no longer a gentleman and was expelled from 
the Club. At one point in the controversy Loubat was prepared to chal¬ 
lenge Turnbull to a duel. Eventually reinstated after litigation in 1886, 
Loubat never again passed through the Union Club door, though he 
lived until 1927.

ter century, comprising by his reckoning a total of fourteen volumes. 
These late issues rarely appear for sale (Vol. XIV, No. 1, his last issue 
under any title, isn’t even listed by Bourne). Though he lived another 
decade, Mason’s final coin auction was held in Boston in June 1890. The 
move to Philadelphia late in the same year apparently presaged his de¬ 
parture from commercial numismatics. In the final March 1891 issue of 
the magazine he advertises for a “Partner Wanted,” who would “take an 
indoor position in our store, near the U.S. Mint... the duties of outside 
coin collecting, in both hemispheres, and absence during the summer 
months of the present proprietor renders it necessary that an assistant 
(only as a full partner) is necessary.” The impression of an idle dilettante 
making grand tours of the Continent sadly appears to be at odds with 
reality. In Mason’s obituary appearing in the January, 1902 issue of the 
American Journal of Numismatics , his colleague Lyman Low wrote in 
closing: “He was a man of energy and upright in all his dealings, and 
though the latter years of his life were not crowned with the success 
which human judgment thought he had deserved, he left a large circle 
of friends who will ever cherish his memory.” John Adams’s paean to the 
man also bears repeating: “Ebenezer Mason did a great deal to promote 
numismatics and to push back the borders of its ignorance. His enthu¬ 
siasm was, commercially speaking, poorly compensated. However, one 
often senses in his writings that he was speaking to posterity. Perhaps, 
he realized that many of his contributions would survive and the im¬ 
mortality so envisioned served to soften the hardships of financial fail¬ 
ure.”

459 c—and, it appears, a few of the six additional 1864 “Without T” 
experimental cents listed). Occasionally there are notes on the backs of 
the cards, recording acquisition dates in the 1907-11 period, along with 


the source: Adams, H. Chapman, Prosky (sic), Sears, and Zabriskie sale. 
Though we speculated in the 1985 sale catalogue that the plates were 
possibly prepared by Edgar Adams, they do not appear to be those used 
to make the Adams-Woodin halftones and many depict specimens not 
illustrated in that work.

The Pennypacker sale was a remarkable event, offering a fine collection 
of large cents assembled in the late 1940s and 1950s, mostly acquired 
from Leonard Hollands good friend Thomas Elder.

He encountered unforeseen difficulties and the bank foreclosed the 
loan, choosing an obscure country auctioneer to liquidate the collec¬ 
tion.

Some of the important collectors of the day did not 
learn of the sale and several of the attendees funneled their bids through 
a single agent. After the sale, it is reported that the coins were again 
auctioned within the group in a hotel room. Sometimes, the differences 
were dramatic, with coins subsequently bringing double or triple the 
original hammer price.

Maris issued a circular on May 15, 1886, announcing that his collection 
was to be sold at the auction house of Stan. V. Henkels of Philadelphia. 
Maris writes in this circular that “The most important of the Colonials 
will comprise my entire collection of the coins of New Jersey. This will 
include specimens, or copies of all known New Jerseys, of undoubted 
genuineness, together with some counterfeits of that period. Also, those 
which were struck over the Connecticut, Vermont, Nova Constellatio, 
English, Irish and French coppers; one in brass; one in a mixed metal; 
one with a small piece of silver in the plow handle; and many other piec¬ 
es showing fracture of the dies.” In an unusual move, Maris catalogued 
his collection himself. This apparently irritated some coin dealers, who 
resented this intrusion onto their turf.

As proclaimed on the title, following the au¬ 
thor’s name, Snowden was the Director of the Mint at the time of 
publication. He writes: “In the early part of the year 1859 it oc¬ 
curred to the writer that it would be interesting, and no doubt grati¬ 
fying to the public taste, to collect and place in the Cabinet of the 
National Mint one or more specimens of all the medallic memorials 
of Washington which could be obtained.” Enlisting the assistance of 
coin collectors and the public, Snowden managed to increase the 
collection from four or five specimens to one hundred thirty-eight. 
“The collection thus made was ... formally inaugurated, as a part of 
the Cabinet of the Mint, on the 22nd day of February, 1860 ... on 
which occasion the farewell address was read.” This resulting hand¬ 
somely produced volume thus became the first major catalogue of 
Washington medals. Readers were encouraged by Snowden to fill 
any remaining gaps in the collection. At the close of the preface 
the author notes that “This work, in conjunction with the Mint 
Manual of Coins, recently published, completes the description 
of the objects of interest and curiosity collected and exhibited in 
the Museum or Cabinet of the Mint of the United States.” A fair 
number of both of these handsomely produced works must have 
been originally issued as copies appear on the market with some 
regularity, though the specially bound edition offered here is rarely 
encountered.

Many 
will remember the famous robbery which took place in his house on 
Market Street, in 1867, when over half his collection, valued at $19,000, 
was stolen, and that shortly after the event he disposed of the remainder 
for $16,000... At a somewhat earlier time, Mr. Mickley betrayed a lean¬ 
ing toward bibliomania, and although during the remainder of his life 
he never entirely ceased the collection of coins, his books seemed to 
be the greatest object of his solitude, and he left behind at his death a 
library rich in rare and curious volumes of all countries and on all sub¬ 
jects.” An account of the rare books and autographs to be sold follows, 
along with a brief overview of the coins. The article closes by adding that 
“the sale of the entire collection is expected to last one week—morning, 
afternoon and evening. Connoisseurs value the collection at nearly one 
hundred thousand dollar (sic)” Of the coin sale, issued several months 
after Mickley s death, Frossard observed in Numisma : “To judge by the 
catalogue, compiled by E. Mason, Jr., this sale will be one of the most 
attractive of the season... The American series contain pieces for the 
purchase of which the most lively competition will take place, and the 
Numismatic books alone would have been worthy of a separate cata¬ 
logue.”

The 1855 Mint Report, as transmitted by President Franklin Pierce and 
written by Mint Director James Ross Snowden. This year’s report is of 
considerable interest for a variety of reasons. The Philadelphia Mint was 
closed for half the year for construction and repairs, affecting its output. 
In addition to Philadelphia, however, this report also covers the activi¬ 
ties of the Mints at New Orleans, Dahlonega, Charlotte and San Fran¬ 
cisco, as well as the New York Assay Office. Several tables are devoted to 
examining the output and operations of these facilities. The usual Mint 
business aside, this is perhaps most interesting for the second half of 
the report, which gives “A Descriptive List of the Dies of Medals, Com¬ 
memorative of National Events, Preserved in the Mint of the United 
States, Arranged in Chronological Order.” This list, which goes back to 
Kittanning Destroyed, is surprisingly detailed, giving legends, notes on 
recipients, and full descriptions of the medals and the events for which 
they were struck. This is followed by lists of other medal dies in the Mint 
collection, including Presidential medals, those of Institutes and Societ¬ 
ies, and Private and Personal medals. A somewhat similar listing had 
been included in the 1854 Report, but Snowden writes here that “as the 
statement of the medal dies annexed to my last report did not embrace 
all that are at the mint, and was in one or two other particulars not pre¬ 
cisely accurate, I have caused a more correct list to be prepared, which 
is herewith presented.” He also notes, “The propriety of the organization 
of a medal office at the mint is respectfully recommended to your con¬ 
sideration.” Very interesting and scarce.
